To the Legislature of Maryland: 


The undersigned, the Library Committee, appointed by 
the Act of 1870, chapter 272, having undertaken the duties. 
confided to them by the Legislature, ask leave to make the 
following report: 


Upon an examination of the Library, its condition was 
found to be so confused and disordered tat it became neces- 
sary, to enable the committe2 to act with any sufficient cer- 
tainty, to have a list made of all the books it contained, 
This was a labor of no little difficulty, but it was successfully 
accomplishel by Mr. William L. Yerkes, whom they em- 
ployed for that purpose. By a comparison of this list with a 
catalogue made many years since, large numbers of the 
books were found to be missing. Some works had entirely 
disappeared, while odd volumes, and those in many instances 
mutilated and defaced, of others only remained. Of the mis- 
cellaneous part of the Library, comparatively few books of 
any value had been left. The Law branch of the Library 
was also very defective, and greatly needed the addition of 
variuus reports and of important text books. 


. The Committee next proceeded to set apart such books as 
could be disposed of without the risk of impairing the use- 
fulness of the Library, taking care in all cases to retain a 
suiicient number of copies of each volume. These were 
principally Journals and Documents of the respective Houses 
of the Legislature, Kilty’s Report upon the British Statutes, 
Bozman’s History of Maryland, and Laws of Maryland. 
After advertising for proposals in two of the daily papers 
published in Baltimore, the Committee disposed of these. 
books at the best price that could be obtained for them. | 


The room has also been repainted and neatly carpeted, 
The old furniture has been repaired and added to as far as 
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necessary. All this has been done in‘a faithful and satisfac- 
tory. manner, and at a very reasonable cost. 

The Committee did not dispose of any of the Maryland 
Reporte. Some of the volumes of the earlier Reports are go 
reduced in number, that the supply is scarcely adequate for 
the necessary use of the Court of Appeals, and for the gene- 
ral re‘erence in the Library. 

The Law Department has been improved by the addition of 
four hundred and seventy-three volumes. The grea‘er part of 
these was supplied by Messrs. Stevens & Haynes, booksellers 
of high standing in London, who have filled the orders sent 
out to therm in a manner in every respect to the satisfaction of 
the Commitice. It was found that a great raving over the 
price charged for similar books in this country, was effected 
by purchasiug in this way, especially as books imported for 
the use of a State Library are admitted free of duty. 

The Committee have also purchased miscellaneons books 
to the number of five hundred volumes—having been careful 
to select generally the most approved editions, and such 
works as seemed to be of permanent value and general use- 
fulness. 

The Committee have not, as yet, had a catalogue prepared 
and printed. This it was deemed advisable to postpone, as, 
in the present condition of the Library, such a catalogue 
would reflect no credit upon the State. It would contain a 
meagre list of books, and show Maryland to be far behind 
her sister States in regard to the extent and quality of her 
State Library. 

The Committee most respectfully, but urgently recommend 
a liberal appropriation for the further purchase of books The 
past, it is believed, is a guaranty that it will be faithfully 
and economically administered, Nearly all the books pur- 
chased have been obtained at the lowest wholesale prices, and 
the Committee will eudeavor to apply this rule to any ap- 
propriation that may be hereafter male. To suggest an 
amoant for such appropriation is not within the province of 
the Committee, but they cannot refrain from expressing the 
hope that it may be sufficient to‘enable the good work which 
has been just begun to be efficiently prosecuted, and render 
the Library in some measare worthy of the intelligence of 
the people of the State. 


Schedules are subjoined, from which will appear the re- 
ceipts and disbursements made by the Committee nnder the 
authority given them. It will be perceived that there is a 
balance of the appropriations still unexpended ; but the 
greater part of this will be 1eqnired to pay for books which 
the Commiteee have already ordered, or are about to order, 
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The Committeee have also established Rules for the gov- 
ernment of the Library. These have been diligently and 
courteously carried out by the Librarian, and have had the 
effect of preserving the books from loss and injury, and 
maintaining order and decorum in the Library-room, 

The Committee cannot conclude without expressing their 
oblivations to the present Librarian, who has cheerfully and 
laboriously aided them in the discharge of their duties.
